A NARROW ESCAPE. 

A singularly nerrow escape from death was made 
by « Mrs. Smyth, in Belvidere, N. J. on Priday week, 
under the following circumstances. Early in the 
summer « mill shaft of about two tons weight was 
cast at Mr. Kenyon's foundry of that place. It proved 
defective, and an effort was made some weeks ago to 
render the iron once more available by blowing it 
only partially successful ; and on Friday the remain- 
ing portion of the shaft was heavily charged with 
gunpowder, and a fwenty-cight pound shot placed in 
the muzie, secured in its position with iron wedges, 
the objec being to burst the shaft, and the expecta- 
tion, that the fragments would fly off in « lateral di- 
reetion, while the ball would remain nearly quiescent. 
The sene of the intended explosion was s hollow 
about s quarter of a mile from the village. The train 
was fired, and to the consternation of all present, it 
was scon discovered that the shaft remained entire, 
and thet the ball had taken the direction of the town. 
It struct the ground about forty yards from the bern 
belonging to Mr, Craig’s Hotel, glanced upward, 


about a foot from the top, entered a back window in 
the seeand story of the hotel, pessed thence through 
& partition mto the front room, and through the front 
of the house, falling s few paces distant. It will be 
observed that the course of the shot in its way from 
the barn to the house was somewhat depressed from 
its being partially spent. But the most thrilling pert 
of the stery remains to be told. George W. Smyth. 
Eaq., the representative in the House of Assembly, 
was s bowder at Mr. Craig’s. He and his lady were 
sitting in the front room when the bell went through, 
and it passed intthe more then a foot from Mrs. Smyth's 
head, in 1 line directly above her.

MR. BIDDLE’S SPEECH. 
The speech of Mr. Biddle, as President of the Phil-

| swine. “In animals,” he said, “as in almost every- 
| thing else, the best is, after all, the cheapest, and the 
| differeace in the first cost of a good and a bed ani- 
| mal is soon made up by the superior productivenees, 
upon the same food, year after year.” The cultiva- 
ton of roots, such as turnips, sugar beets, rota baga, 
mongel wurtzel and others, as food for cattle, he de- 
clares of the last importance,—for England, since her 
| resort to the root culture, has doubled, if not quad- 
rupled her power of supporting animals. This isa 
| point in economy which, hereafter, may be of vital 
importance to us. The best farming is that which 
will give the greatest mass of sustenance to animals— 
since the less land required for animals, the more can 
| be given for the maintenance of human beings. The
